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Weekly Newspaper Meet 

On September 9, 10 and 11. the Canadian Weekly 
Newspapers Association will hold its 38th annual con¬ 
vention in Banff, Alta. 

Representatives of member newspapers from 
Newfoundland to Vancouver Island will meet to dis¬ 
cuss the salient problems facing the industry, and to 
greet old friends, and make new ones, in this unique 
fraternity of weekly newspaper publishers and editors. 
As has always been the case, many of the wives and 
children will also be present, for they are a part of 
“Canada’s Biggest Family Party,” as the CWNA con¬ 
vention has come to be known, just as in so many in¬ 
stances they are active workers in the family news¬ 
paper. 

. There are serious problems facing the weekly 
newspaper industry today. High wage levels, con¬ 
stantly rising cost of materials and equipment, and 
a shortage of experienced workers are placing a very 
heavy demand on the productive and management 
skills of publishers, who seek to hold down costs as 
the alternativeito increasing advertising and subscrip¬ 
tion rates. Their problem becomes even more acute 
why, because of ra^d growth of the communities they 
serve, they must enlarge their plant and equipment, 
placing a great strain on limited reserves. 

Such are the problems with which the CWNA con¬ 
ventions and the meetings of the provincial divisions 
of the association must deal. In forums and general 
meetings, delegates will attempt to find solutions and 
reach decisions which it is hoped will work for the 
good of the entire industry, CWNA Members and non¬ 
members alike. 

Certainly there are the pleasures of the social side 
of conventions, and the CWNA convention is rated 
high in this respect. But there is much serious dis¬ 
cussion, too, because the member newspapers of the 
association are constantly seeking to improve them¬ 
selves, not only on the inside, but in the public interest 
as well. It is never forgotten that the fajthful sub¬ 
scriber is, in the final analysis, the keystone of a 
newspaper’s being. 

Rules For Night Driving 

. Each year, night-time driving results in scores 
of accidental deaths across Canada; most frequent 
causes are fatigue and poor visability, according to the 
ALL Canada Insurance Federation. 

With days growing shorter, many motorists are 
compelled to travel after dark and the Federation, 
which represents more than 200 Canadian fire, auto¬ 
mobile and casualty insurance companies, recommends 
these precautions for safer night driving: 

(1) Always dim your headlights when approach¬ 
ing oncoming vehicles or when following close behind 
another automobile. 

(2) Allow extra spape for stopping between your 
own car and the one ahead. 

(3) Signal all turns, preferably with flashing or 

illuminated signal_. _^_ 

(4) Take frequent coffee breaks to combat 
drowsiness. 

(5) Stop for a nap if you are overtired. 

(6) Carry flares for use in case of mechanical 
breakdown. 

(7) If you must walk along a highway for any 
purpose, use the left shoulder, facing traffic. 

(8) Keep within the legal 3peed limits and obey 
caution and warning signs. 

(9) Take special precautions at dusk when some 
cars are using headlights while others may not be. 

Not A Matter Of Luck 

Sooner or later in trying to solve our wheat 
marketing troubles we are going to have to forget 
fancies and concentrate on hard facts. And one of the 
hardest of these, asserts The Financial Post, is that 
it is possible to grow far more wheat on the same land 
today than it was before the war. 

It has been the fashion in certain quarters to 
blame our present surplus problem on a series of ab¬ 
normally big crops, just luck, good or bad, depending 
upon who holds the wheat. 

That'argument completely ignores the very real 
progress made in plant Breeding, farm machinery, and 
chemical weed killers. It also ignores facts. It assumes 
that farmers are still seeding and harvesting with 
horses, are still using Marquis and other obsolete and 
rust-vulnerable varieties of wheat, still losing the 
battle against weeds. 

The truth is that wheat as in many other things our 
capacity to produce has increased steadily in the/last 
25 years and we face two alternatives: either we must 
drastically reduce acreage and grow less, or we must 
sell more.

A farm operator does not neces¬ 
sarily have to meet all the above 
Income requirements In any one 
year in order to carry on. In fact, 
some farmers seldom meet all 
these resulrements, but in sucl) 
cases, land, buildings and machin¬ 
ery gradually become run down to 
the point Where the whole setup 
has little potential production. In 
the event of a crop failure or'other 
adverse conditions, an operator 
could meet current farm living ex¬ 
penses with all or parts of his 
arbitrary depreciation, salary and 
interest allowances. In fact, In an 
extremely adverse year, he could 
carry on by meeting just the bare 
essentials of debt payments, and 
cash farm and living expenses, 
postponing and machinery replace¬ 
ments, expansion of his business, 
or anticipated improvements in his 
and his family’s living standards 
1111 more favorable income condi¬ 
tions prevail. The point is, how¬ 
ever, that all these items of depre-' 
elation, wages to the operator and 
members of the family, and return 
on investment must definitely be 
considered in the long run if a 
farmer is to make satisfactory pro¬ 
gress on his farm without putting 
undue physical and mental hard-' 
ship on himself and his family. A 
larm business analysis form is 
available to any farm operator 
wishing to obtain one. If records 
of the farm business have been 
Icept to accurately complete this 
form a comparative return of the 
various farm enterprises can be 
determined.
